well to let this be at least two or three 
hours before retiring. lint even tills 
rule lias many exceptions, in; many 
healthy laboring men habitually 
full 


asleep over their pipes directly after 
supper, and children after poking the 
spoon into their little eyes nod ofi" over 
the tea table, with tbe bread and but- 
ter still clutched in their chubby lists. 


The processes of digestion probably 


go on more slowly during sleep, but 
they are perfectly carried out. as is il- 
lustrated by tbe almost Invariable hab- 
it among animals of going to sleep 
directly after a meal.
